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SOUTHALL REMAINS IN JAIL 


Vk« Government Had Issued No Tima 
Checks Since th e Tear 1890. 
St. Paul, Minn., March 26.—James H. 
Southall, accused of indefinitely large 
transactions in bogus government time 
checks, continues an inmate of tho 
Ramsey county jail. That $25,000 bail 
bond is not yet forthcoming. 
In regard to the Washington report 
that certain government oXicials knew 
of the crookedness a year ago it is 
Stated that two officers of the engineer­ 
ing department were In St. Paul at that 
time and held a touching interview 
with Southall, who acknowledged that 
he had issued about $50,000 worth of 
time checks. 
The estimate of the total volume of 
the checks is still $500,000, or some­ 
thing less. 
Reports are coming in, 
and so far the total is less than $400,- 
000, so far as the issues have been 
disclosed. The announcement is made 
as a fact that the government 
has
